Those at the head of the great 
educational trust which seems to 
dominate the Senate say we must 
take this law or nothing . It has 
no chance to pass the Houses and 
will not even be considered: they 
tell cs that the House bill we sent 
over to the Senate will not be 
considered, so it seems that the 
Senate has destroyed all hope 
for any relief to the small schools 
of the State by refusing to 
accede to the request made by 
almost unanimous vote of the 
House in passing Bill 461. 

The so called Good Roads Bills 
have all been laid gently to slrep 
by the Rules committee of the 
House. The more they were 
discussed the less friends they 
had. The laity of the House are 
slow in accepting any bill on 
which the best lawyers of the 
legislature, and the State for 
that matter, can not agree or to 
the meaning of hardly a single 
section. 

For the first time the Gov- 
ernors veto has been over ridder. 
He vetoed the bill requiring the 
names of persons in any |>oo! to 
he recorded in the county clerk* 
office. It was promptly set aside 
by a vote of 77 toll in the House 
and 30 to 6 in the Senate.
